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Council approves closing Main Street 
on summer Mondays for car show

The Belleville City Council unanimously 
approved a plan to close part of Main Street 
every Monday this summer between 6 and 
9 p.m. for a “Cruisin’ on the Bayou” car 
show. 

At Monday’s council meeting, the project 
was discussed at length and the approval 
stipulated working out the many details 
involved. Supporters wanted to get a 
decision in time to get it in the Cruisin’ 
magazine which lists all summer events. 

The Monday cruise events will run from 
June 4 through Sept. 24, and longer if the 
response demands. The street will be closed 
from Fifth Street to Third Street. 

Dan Wilson of the Cruisin’ Team said 
he has been doing cruises for 30 years and 
their event in Depot Town brings 500 cars. 

He said it was a great opportunity for 
Belleville because people who bring 


their cars and families can use the city’s 
restaurants, drug store, hardware store 
and visit the museum, library, and antique 
store. They can go out for ice cream at 
Frosty Boy. 

He said people will come from all over, 
even from Ohio, for a family outing. He 
stressed the cars coming will be worth from 
$3,000 to $30,000 and they are not kids, 
“Not a bunch of Yahoos — no trouble.” 

There will be a disc jockey and art 
activities for children at the Bayou, but no 
vendors unless approved by the city. 

“It’s not about the Bayou Grill; it’s 
about Belleville,’ stressed the Bayou 
representative. 

Still to be worked out are some details, 
including what about the usual banning of 
parking on Liberty Street When Main Street 
is closed? Fire Chief Bryan Loranger said 
fire trucks can’t get through when there’s

VBT to help residents hit by FEMA 
floodplain insurance mandate

Reacting to wails of woe from residents 
targeted for costly flood insurance in the 
newly revised FEMA floodplain maps, on 
Tuesday the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees approved a quickly assembled 
plan to help. 

The board also approved an expenditure 
of $7,100 to pay for surveys by engineers 
Wade Trim to determine the elevation of 
homes on some 58 targeted properties. 

Sumpter Township recently held an 
emergency meeting on the floodplain maps 
and laid out a plan to help the homeowners, 
with the township and Hennessey engineers 
splitting most of the cost. 

At Monday’s work-study session of the 
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VBT board, mention was made of the story 
in the Independent on Sumpter’s floodplain 
plans and questions were asked why VBT 
didn’t move faster to help. 

Over the past few weeks, residents 
throughout Southeastern Michigan 
started getting letters from their mortgage 
companies and banks saying if they didn’t 
buy flood insurance within 45 days, the 
institutions would buy the insurance 
for them and add it to their mortgages. 
Premiums were estimated at up to $2,000. 

The banks, in turn, were being pressured 
by the federal government that insures 
their funds. 

Many properties which weren’t in 
floodplains in the past, now are in

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Belleville-area man bound over

William Fred Ayres, 49, of various 
addresses in the Belleville area, was bound 
over for trial at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit for drug and home- 
invasion charges filed by the Sumpter 
Township Police. 
Ayres entered a not- 
& guilty plea to the drug- 
į connected charges of 
L possession of cocaine 
a less than 25 grams, 
~” habitual offender 4, and 
commission of a felony 
è using a motor vehicle, 

Ayres which allegedly 
happened on March 28. 

Ayres also pleaded not guilty to home 
invasion 2" degree (a 15-year felony), 
larceny in a building (4 years), and habitual 
offender 4, which allegedly happened on 
March 26. 

On April 11, 34" District Court Judge 
David Parrott presided over Ayres’ 
preliminary exam and found enough 
evidence to send him on to be arraigned on 
the evidence at circuit court on April 25. 

“Dustin was very important to our case. 
Without Ken Toney’s son we probably 
wouldn’t have been able to prosecute 
anything but the drug charges,” said 
Sumpter Police Det. John Toth, referring to 
Dustin Cox, 20, of Sumpter Township who 
testified at the preliminary hearing. 

Cox is the son of Van Buren Township 
Police Officer Ken Toney and Shawn Cox- 
Toney. Officer Toney said he is very proud 
of their son, who has a goal of joining 
the FBI. Cox currently is working on his 
accounting degree. 

“Ken Toney’s son saw someone breaking 
into his neighbor’s home and jumped into 
police mode,” Det. Toth said. 

Cox saw the unusual vehicle in the drive 
of a man he had worked for and then 
saw a unfamiliar man walking out of the 
side door of the garage with construction 
supplies and driving off. 

“He knew it wasn’t right,” Toth said of 
Cox, who jumped into his vehicle and went 
after the fleeing van. 

Cox followed the vehicle from the 
19000 block of Haggerty in Sumpter and 
cornered it at the former Pro-Tech business 
at Haggerty and E. Huron River Drive in 
Van Buren Township, where he got a good 
look at the license plate. 

At that point the driver “flipped him off” 
and drove off at a high rate of speed, so 
Cox disengaged, “like a good police officer 
would do,” Toth said. 

The eye-witness information was turned 


over to Sumpter Police Sgt. Jim Cayce, 
who determined the vehicle was stolen. 
Two days later, Sumpter Officer Beth 
Egerer was on patrol with rookie Officer 
Dave McKean when they came upon the 
same vehicle on Sumpter Road, with its 
flashers on. It had just run out of gas. 

Toth said the female driver got out of the 
car to talk to police, while Officer Egerer 
ran the plate and found it was stolen. Sgt. 
Pat Gannon and Det. Toth were called. 

Ayres was just awakening in the vehicle, 
following a multiple-day bender on 
cocaine, Toth said. 

Sumpter Police set up a lineup and Cox 
picked him out as the man he saw stealing 
construction materials. 

Toth said the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
office declined to prosecute the female. 

“If it wasn’t for Ken Toney’s son being 
a good neighbor and acting quickly,” we 
wouldn’t have been able to prosecute him 
on the home invasion,” Toth said. “If he 
was my son, I’d be super proud.” 

Ayres is being detained in the Wayne 
County Jail because of parole violations. 

Michigan Department of Corrections 
records show Ayres was on parole after 
serving 5 years of his 3-15 year sentence 
for a 2004 home invasion 2™ degree. 

He also has served time for other 
convictions for home invasion 2™ degree, 
larceny from a person, breaking and 
entering, and fleeing a police officer. 

Det. Toth said there have been a series 
of break-ins in Sumpter and Van Buren 
and Romulus also are getting hit. He said 
in Sumpter, the stolen articles are mainly 
Quads, tools, and Razrs.

VBT Planners approve plans for 
McDonald’s upgrade, Belle Tire build

The high-rise McDonald’s sign will 
remain for the time being, but the proposed 
big American flag at the new Belle Tire 
will be reduced in size. 

These were among decisions made by the 
Van Buren Township Planning Commission 
at its regular meeting April 11. 

McDonald’s wants to renovate the 
exterior and upgrade the site at its location 
on Belleville Road and agreed to remove 
the pedestal sign in the front and replace it 
with a monument sign, as long as its menu 
boards in the back and the signs atop the 
new canopy can remain in place. 

McDonald’s agreed to repaint the brick 
building in the color approved by the 
township (brown instead of red), changes 
to landscape traffic islands and put new 
plantings in front, along with a bike rack 
and bench. 

The township is developing a cross- 
access agreement model and McDonald’s 
will be the first to use it, said Terry Carroll, 
VBT director of planning and economic 
development. This way, the businesses 
will deal with the township for access 
agreements instead of negotiating with 
each other, he said. 


McDonald’s plans to have an entry/exit at 
the back of the site so customers can come 
and go from the shopping center behind. 
McDonald’s was negotiating with the 
shopping center owner. 

Carroll said the back curb cut could be six 
months from now or six years from now or, 
“Could be never.” 

In the future, McDonald’s plans to close 
the southernmost curb cut onto Belleville 
Road and widen the northern entryway. 
The new traffic flow was considered by 
the planning commission, but will be 
addressed later. 

Ken Van Tine, architect for McDonald’s, 
and Gary Winbush, operations manager 
for 29 McDonald’s locations, negotiated 
with the planning commission and agreed 
to put bricks around the pedestal bases of 
the menu boards in back to make them into 
monument signs, but not the order board. 

But changing the canopy with signs over 
the order lanes was difficult because it 
would be too expensive for McDonald’s to 
make a special order for this one store. 

The planning commission voted 
unanimously to recommend to the township 
board special land-use approval for a drive- 
in restaurant (there’s no VBT category for

VBT may consider 
class-action law suit 
on FEMA flood maps 


Van Buren Township Trustee Jeff Jahr is 
urging the township board to get together 
with other communities to file aclass-action 
law suit against the federal government 
on the recently redrawn floodplain maps 
that is mandating expensive federal flood 
insurance for targeted homeowners. 

Parcels that were never in floodplains, 
now are in floodplains. This is based on 
new satellite maps from the Army Corps 
of Engineers. EPA Region 5 in Chicago 
selected Wayne County for the new 
maps because the county has the densest 
population in Michigan. FEMA is being 
accused of wanting to refill its coffers 
after the Katrina and other disasters, so it’s 
mandating new flood insurance for stunned 
property owners. 

The flood insurance is being required by 
all mortgage holders who are insured by 
the federal government. VBT Treasurer 
Sharry Budd said one family went out and 
paid off its mortgage so it wouldn’t be 
involved, since those without mortgages 
aren’t mandated to carry the insurance. But 
not everyone is able to do that, Budd said. 

Trustee Jahr, an attorney, said in America 
it is supposed to be innocent until proven 
guilty, but this requires the homeowner 
to go to the expense of proving himself 
innocent. Big Brother, who never stepped 
foot in VBT, is requiring people to pay a 
significant amount of money, Jahr said, and 
it’s not right. We agree. It’s not right.

Some local senior citizens are very upset 
with Meijer for changing the way the sales 
circulars are delivered. Seniors used to get 
the circulars in the mail on Fridays, with 
other store ads in the Red Plum mailing.

Our reader is asking seniors to show their 
Senior Power and call Meijer headquarters 
telling them they want the circulars back in 
the mail.

A news article out of South Bend, Indiana, 
reports the grape industry in Southwest 
Michigan took a big blow the night of April 
11-12, when the temperature hit 23 degrees 
at 11 p.m. and stayed that way for the rest 
of the night, with no clouds and no winds. 

One 120-acre vineyard, had all the grapes 
completely wiped out, with only brown 
leaves left by morning. 

Another vineyard had almost all the juice 
grapes destroyed and about half the wine 
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grapes. Some say it was the worst damage 
to grapes in 70 years. 


Speaking about damage, the wind on 
Monday knocked down some trees and 
branches throughout our area, putting out 
powerto 100,000 in Southeastern Michigan, 
including portions of Van Buren Township 
and Sumpter Township. Reportedly 
Keystone Academy was without power for 
a while, along with South Middle School 
and other schools. 

We received a call from a lady on Monday 
morning asking for the phone number of 
the Chamber of Commerce — quickly! 

She said the old gas station at Third and 
Main is being blown down and the Chamber 
director’s car is parked underneath. We 
gave her the number, Rachel got the call 
and moved her car just in time. By the end 
of the day, all the aluminum siding had 
been peeled off the gas station canopy. 

Last Thursday at the library, Ginger 
Bruder gave an interesting presentation 
on the local men who went to serve in the 
Civil War. Of the 1,100 people who lived 
in the Sumpter, Van Buren, and Belleville 
area then, 200 went to war. 

She said it is her dream to get the National 
Archives War Records for all 200. The 
records cost $75 each, but they are full of 
valuable information and, sometimes, even 
diaries. 

As Ginger works her way through the 
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records of the local men who went to war, 
“They all become people to me,” she said. 

She agonizes over the burning and sinking 
of the Sultana river boat that carried five 
times too many men than it was made for. 
The soldiers were going to Vicksburg to 
muster out after the war and 1,500 died 
in the Sultana disaster.

parking on both sides of Liberty. Do the 
no parking signs have to be put up each 
Monday? DPS Director Keith Boc said it 
takes his men half a day of work to put up 
similar signs for Strawberry Festival. 

Steve Jones suggested making signs that 
say no parking on Mondays, 6-9 p.m., and 
then leave them up all summer. 

Then, there’s the job of putting up stop 
signs at Liberty and East Huron River 
Drive to help traffic move along when Main 
Street is closed. And, there are barricades 
and signs that have to be put up and taken 
down each Monday after the DPS has gone 
home. 

Wilson said volunteers from the cruisers 
will put up signs.

floodplains. Homeowners said the value of 
their property immediately dropped with 
the designation. 

Of the VBT 529 parcels identified as 
touching the floodplains, 75% are expected 
to be relieved of the flood insurance 
requirement as a result of aerial photograph 
analysis by Wade Trim. This will require a 
Letter of Map Amendment (LOMA) which 
Wade Trim will prepare for a cost of $175 
and file electronically. 

Twenty percent are expected to be 
relieved of the flood insurance requirement 
as a result of a Wade Trim survey of the 
lowest part of the primary residence on the 
property and comparing that to the flood 
elevation. This, too, needs a LOMA for 
$175. 

Five percent of the targeted properties are 
expected to have to buy flood insurance, but, 
since VBT is not a participating community 
in the National Flood Insurance Program, 
that was not possible for the homeowners. 

The township is in the process of applying 
to the federal government for participation 
in the nation program, so the less-expensive 
flood insurance will be available and 
residents won’t have to pay the expensive 
rates charged by mortgage lenders. 

Meanwhile, the township is sending 
letters to all 529 of the parcels identified on 
the floodplain map giving them the options 
for surveys and LOMAs. 

At Monday’s meeting, property owners 
were able to go into an adjoining room 
at township hall to have their addresses 
brought up on a computer so they could see 
the floodplain status of their properties, as 
determined by FEMA.

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District Library Board 
votes not to put bond 
question on Nov. ballot

Unless the Belleville Area District 
Library Board is able to come up with sites 
for two new library buildings, architectural 
drawings and an estimate of their costs, 
the question won’t be put before voters in 
November. 

At the library board’s April 10 meeting, 
the board voted unanimously not to apply 
for the November 2012 ballot until it has 
further information. 

Board vice chairman Christina Brasil, 
who brought the tabled item back for 
consideration by the board, said more 
information is needed before this can be 
brought before voters. 

She said she thinks the board doesn’t have 
enough information to go for a bond. 

Board member Michael Boelter said the 
proposed contract with Anders C. Dahlgren 
of Library Planning Associates in Illinois is 
a part of the equation. Later in the meeting 
the board approved a $2,970 expenditure 
to have Dahlgren update the space needs 
for the Belleville library, since his last 
assessment was in 2004/05. 

Dahlgren noted the second site added 
to the equation since then is an important 
shift from the initial planning efforts. He 
said questions have been raised recently 
as to whether a plan with core work dating 
back seven or eight years is useful. 

“As I like to say, the tectonic plates of 
library service keep on shifting,” Dahlgren 
wrote in a March 26 letter to Library 
Director Debra Green. 

“After all, when we worked together on 
that earlier plan, neither iPod, iPhone, nor 
iPad had been introduced yet. 

“In response to these and other changes, 
we're Starting to see libraries adjust how 
they forecast collection needs,” he said. 

For the $2,970, Dahlgren will do a study 
and update resource and service inventory 
needs and an estimate of the library’s 
corresponding space need. 

An optional service would cost $1,825 to 
have Dahlgren come to Belleville to present 
the updated findings to the library board 
and/or to an open community meeting.

The board did not approve that part, but 
left it open for a future decision. 

As to the bond vote, everything must be 
filed with the county by Aug. 15 to get on 
the November ballot. 

Board member John Juriga said he would 
feel better if board members Joe Monte 
and Elaine Gutierrez were present at that 
night’s meeting to make the decision to put 
off the vote. Monte was out of town and 
Gutierrez was working at an income tax 
service. 

“We have to have a site. We don’t,” 
board chairman Mary Jane Dawson. 

Juriga, a retired school teacher, said he 
always told his students, “When in doubt, 
leave it out. We’re not ready.” 

“There are three board members up for 
re-election,” pointed out Brasil. “Td like us 
to be unified.” 

She said the last big bond vote in the 
community was for the high school and it 
took a while, and several site proposals, 
before it got passed. She said the library 
board is talking about three to four sites for 
the main library building and has made no 
decision. 

Resident Mike Renaud advised the 
board to work on a list of what it needs to 
accomplish, such as site and architectural 
drawings. He noted South Dakota had five 
potential sites for a library with a drawing 
for each one and cost for each one. 

He said they could put checkmarks next 
to items on a list for what they need as they 
get them.

that’s the point of having a board,” Renaud 
said. “It flows. Eighty percent of the board 
is enough to make a decision.

drive-through). 

The planners then voted unanimously 
to grant preliminary site plan approval. 
Once all the approvals are in place, the 
McDonald’s project is expected to take six 
weeks this summer. 

Planning commission chairman Carol 
Thompson said she did a poll about the 
high-rise McDonald’s sign and some 
people didn’t even notice it was there. 
Others said it was “old school, an old way 
of doing things.” She said young people 
just use their Smart phone to find locations 
of restaurants. 

Thompson said she would like to see it 
come down in the future. 

Winbush said when the sign was down for 
repairs recently, the store saw a significant 
drop in sales. He said there was a double- 
digit decrease when the sign was down. 

“Thanks for telling me that,” Thompson 
replied. “We want all of our businesses to 
do well.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said she doesn’t 
have a problem with the sign, but then 
added that she’s probably “old school”. 
Budd said she looks for the sign when 
traveling to pinpoint the location of the 
restaurant. 

Van Tine said he knows there are freeway 
signs, but he wants to know it’s right there 
at the exit, not several miles away. He’ll go 
on to the next exit if he can’t see exactly 
where it is. 

Also, at the April 11 meeting, the 
commission approved the final site plan for 
Belle Tire construction at 10595 Belleville 
Road, just north of Express Tire. 

Chris Enright, architect representing Belle 
Tire, agreed to downsizing the reduced 
American flag from 15x25’ to 12x18’, two- 
thirds smaller than usual because township 
planning consultant Sally Hodges said the 
smaller flag was in better proportion to the 
building. 

Wade Trim engineering consultant Dave 
Nummer said there was concern about 
what would happen if electricity went off 
to the pump station for the pond at the back 
of the property, so Belle Tire has agreed to 
a light and alarm to alert the public that the 
generator needs to be turned on. 


Commissioner Ken Guenther, who 
lives on xx behind the Belle Tire site, had 
concerns about the wall at the back of the 
property with a 4” gap underneath. 

Nummer said that was an engineering 
requirement so the residential lots behind 
can drain to the lower elevation at the Belle 
Tire site. 

Guenther said water always drained into 
residential lots there and he asked if they 
would promise the Belle Tire site would be 
lower. Enright replied, “I promise.” 

For both the McDonald’s and Belle Tire 
sites, Batallion Chief Dan Besson had done 
reviews of the plans for the fire department 
and the commission praised his detailed 
comments. 

Carroll said some of the things pointed 
out were actually building permit issues 
and should have come from the building 
department. Carroll promised a “shakeup” 
on future reviews. 

The commission will hold a special 
workshop meeting at 6 p.m., April 19, to 
consider the noise protocol and other issues 
connected to the request for a landfill-gas- 
to-electrical-energy plant on the Visteon 


property.

Demonstration begins 
The Downtown Belleville LED street lighting 
demonstration project is being installed this week. 

Doane’s Landing will host four LED street lights 
installed by Airport Lighting on Monday, April 16. 

The second site will host three LED street lights 
on the east side of South Street near Davis, and will 
be installed later in the week by Rauhorn Electric. 
The demonstration project will be available for 
public viewing for three weeks. 

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) wants to know what people in 
the community think about the LED lighting. The 
demonstration sites will have signs encouraging 
feedback though a short survey on the DDA 
website, www.buyitinbelleville.com. 

The Belleville DDA is considering converting to 
energy-efficient street lighting in order to reduce 
energy and maintenance costs. A retrofit with new 
LED lighting is proposed for the existing 146 
vintage style light poles on Main and South Streets, 
and at Horizon Park, 4" Street Square and Doane’s 
Landing. The DDA has applied to DTE’s Energy 
Saving Program, and received conditional approval 
for an incentive rebate.
